The success 
they asked was achieved. 

And on Tuesday of this week 
approximately 200 Methodist min- 
isters and laymen will gather on 
the spacious grounds of the Meth- 
odist Children’s Home in Decatur 
to observe the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the home which has of- 
fered shelter and happiness to 
hundreds of destitute children 
through the years. 

They will offer thanks for the 
inspired faith of the home’s found- 
er, who lived the words of Christ: 

“Suffer little children to come 
unto Me and forbid them not for 
such ‘is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

Dr. Boring’s desire to establish 
a home for orphans was prompted 
largely by the sinister conse- 
quences of the War Between the 
States. He saw on every side of 
him helpless children whose fa- 
thers had died in battle and whose 
mothers had died of disease or 
other causes. 
BORING INTRODUCED LAW 

And so against determined op- 
position, he introduced and saw 
passed a law authorizing Method- 
ist conferences to have homes for 
war orphans. 

The history of the Methodist 
Children’s Home is crowded with 
countless names of men who gave 
of themselves and of their money 
to make the institution’s success 
possible. 

In 1873 fire destroyed the little 
home at Norcross, but almost im- 
mediately the trustees learned of 
a 247-acre farm near Decatur 
which was available. It was pur- 
chased for $6,000. 

An excerpt from a news item 
in The Constitution, Oct. 31, 1896, 
describes the property thus: 

“The impression of a beholder 
upon seeing the place for the first 
time. is that it is an ideal place 
for a residence, but at the same 
time one is convinced that it is 
best adapted to the use that is now 
made of it. It is sufficiently far 
from the city to be free from all 
the evil influences of the metropo- 
lis, and yet sufficiently near to be 
in easy reach of all the conven- 
iences that attend city life.” 
FREE FROM EVIL 

On this same ground, free “from 
the evil influences of the metropo- 
lis,” today stand seven large cot- 
tages, a brick grammar schoo] and 
a chapel where the children at- 
tend weekly services. There is a 
swimming pool on. the campus in 
which the children spend many a 
Summer hour. 

There now are 120 occupants of 
the home, ages four to 18. . Not all 
are orphans, but all are in need of 
a place to live—and no child in 
need is ever turned down.

SOUTH GEORGIA, June 15~—

er. And when the crop comes into 
flower, it is ready for “priming,” 
the tobacco man’s term for harv- 
esting. 


It is ready for the tobacco sleds 
which ply in and out of the rows, 
catching loads of yellowing tobac- 
co leaves. It is ready for the 
curing barns, where the leaves are 
cooked a bright yellow. It is ready 
for the packing sheds, and then 
the yawning warehouses. 

This year's crop is being born 
of a dramatic fight against blue 
mold, a fight which the farmers 
waged last January, March and 
early April. This year’s crop is 
most precious on record because 
it survived only after the stiffest, 
most costly fight against blue 
mold since that parasite came out 
of the West in 1930 to first attack 
he tobacco plants. 


This year’s blue mold attack 
leveled, time after time again, the 
growing tobacco plants in their 
beds, forcing the ‘oom fi to plant 
and replant, delaying ultimate 
harvest by anywhére from one 
week to a month. As a reéult, 
only 15 percent of the crop is 
ready for harvesting today, the 
normal harvesting beginning time. 


Just what causes blue mold is 


a debatable question among farm- 
ers, but the agricultural scientist 
at the Georgia Coastal Plains Ex- 
periment Station, where research 


a clear cut answer. It's weather 
—humid (but not rainy) weather 
at the time the young plants are 


coming up in the beds. 


There’s no controlling the weath- 
er, but the agricultural scientjst 
does have tested methods for con- 
trolling. or preventing blue mold 
attacks. These measures are two 
—praying or dusting with ferm- 
ate or with bismuth subsalicylate. 

The agricultural scientists says 
that blue mold attacks, like the 
boll weevil depredations against 
cotton, will recur.

DeLacey Allen, of Albany, former member of the Legislature and 
once an announced candidate for Governor, declared yesterday in a 
radio address that he would support James V. Carmichael in the 
gubernatorial race “because I believe he honestly wants to be Gover- 
nor for the sole purpose of giving the State four years of honest, 


opponents” whom he described as 
“skilled politicians” having “large, 
powerful and most expensive po- 
litical machines.” 

“Nearly every day I meet some 
former as well as present member 
of one or the other of these ma- 
chines actively campaigning for 
his candidate,” Allen said, “and 
I know full well that if his man 
is elected, that campaigner will 


have a nice fat job for four years 
—paid out of your tax money and 


mine,” 

The speaker declared that “for 
every unnecessary job that is 
given to some follower of a Gov- 


ernor, there are at least 10 school 
teachers who must remain under- 
paid.” 

Allen outlined a road building 
program which he said he hoped 
to see carried out during the next 
four years, with the builders secur- 
ing contracts “only as a result of 
honest competitive bidding.” 

Discussing at some length the 
problems of war veterans, he said: 

“I believe he (Carmichael) of- 
fers to the veterans of Georgia 
the only worthwhile, constructive 
program of any of the three lead- 
ing candidates.” 

Allen was the first candidate 
to announce for the Governor’s 
race this year, but he withdrew 
giving his health as the reason.

U. S.-Marshals — 
Train for Posts 
Wild West Style 


United States Marshals—as any 
Wild West movie fan can testify— 
have been enforcing Federal law, 
with legal codes or shootin’ irons, 
for a long, iong time . . about 
165 years in fact. 


Recently the Government decid- 
ed it was time to teach its mar- 
shals how to perform their duties. 


And over the past week the 
gymnasium and shooting range of 
the Atlanta Penitentiary have 
groaned and aes with activity 
as marshals of Georgia, the Caro- 
linas and Florida learned about 
judo and Wild West gunplay. 


The training program, nation- 
wide and first of its kind in his- 
tory, is all under the direction of 
one man, young, athletic Roy H. 
Webb, of the Department of Jus- 
tice. Webb is touring specified 
cities throughout the United States 
teaching representatives of the 
marshals so they, in turn, can in- 
struct other personnel of their 
areas. 


WEEK IN EACH CITY 


And in only one week at each 
city Webb is refreshing his stu- 
dents—many of whom are old 
enough to be his father—the tech- 
nique of making arrests, transport- 
ing of prisoners, use of firearms, 
judo, and general physical train- 
ing. 

Marshals, who are appointed by 
the’ President, are by no means 
the glorified sheriffs of moviedom. 
Of them Webb said: 

“They are the hub of all Federal 
Court activity.” 

Which means this: Marshals 
have to be present when federal 
courts convene; they are the cus- 
todians of all buildings housing 
federal courts; they handle the 
arrest and transportation of all 
federal prisoners; they handle— 
and this is a nice job—the paying 
of all federal judges, district at- 
torneys, court clerks, probation of- 
ficers and personnel, of course, of 
the marshal’s office; they handle 
the fees and expenses of all juries 
and witnesses; they seize all con- 
traband, all foods declare” illegal 
by the Pure Foods Bureau, seize 
and sell all automobiles irvolved 
in violations of federal laws; in 
admiralty cases the marshals seize 
all sea-going craft under dispute 
and all mutinous crews. 


GOOD MAN TO KNOW 


A marshal, apparently, like the 
Mayor and Police Commissioner, 
is a good chap to know. 

In addition to refreshing the 
marshals on their duties, Webb’s 
trip is resulting in the organiza- 
tion of a deputy marshals’ associa- 
tion in each region he visits. At 
an interview the marshals empha- 
sized they were not “organizing” 
for any purpose but to promote 
closer relations with other law-en- 
forcing agencies. 

President of the new Southeast- 
ern Association of Deputy Mar- 
shals is Chief Deputy J. Paul Teal, 
Jr., 28, of Asheville, N. C., with 
Deputy Marshal George W. Wal- 
ker, 40, of Columbus, Ga., as vice 
president, secretary and treasurer. 

Other Deputy Marshals receiv- 
ing training here were Guy W. 
Hixon, 35, of Miami, Fla.;: C. Jack- 
son Butler, 50, of Jacksonville, 
Fla.; L. R. Williams, 37, of Way- 
cross; William N. Thompson, 51, 
of Newnan; E. J. Kemp, 50, of 
Greenwood, S. C.; Julian M. Poul- 
not, 57, of Charleston, S. C.:

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Windy City May Become 
Cluster of Small Towns 


CHICAGO, June 15—(#)—This big city, in the years ahead, may 
become a colossal cluster of small towns. 

That’s one of the basic features of a new blueprint for the future 
drafted by the Chicago Plan Commission. 


It also accents the idea there is 
plenty of room for expansion and 
improvement within the City’s 
boundaries. 

The plan looks to these develop- 
ments: 

There would be 59 communities 
within the City’s 214 square miles. 
Each virtually would be a “well- 
balanced small city” embracing 
50,000 to 80,000 residents, a high 
school, a complement of grade 
schools and playgrounds, a large 
park, an athletic field, a major 
shopping center, and adequate off- 
street parking areas. None of 
these cities-within-a-city would be 
independent, but each would be 
self-suffiicent to a large degree. 
4-LANE EXPRESSWAYS 

There would be 135 miles of ex- 
pressways to keep vehicles moving 
at 60 miles an hour to the north, 
northwest, west, southwest, south 
and southeast. These main arteries 
would provide four traffic lanes 
in each direction, and would be 
built below the ground level in 
most instances. They would con- 
nect with the principal highways, 
and link the City’s central busi- 
ness district to the Municipal Air- 
port on the far southwest side and 
a new airport being developei on 
the northwestern outskirts. 

All heavy factory operations 
would be concentrated in indus- 
trial districts, separated from resi- 
dential sections by buffers of land- 
scaped strips of ground. 

Buildings to house public agen- 
cies,,now scattered widely, would 
be grouped in a “government cen- 
ter” on the western fringe of the 
loop. Branch offices for such serv- 
ices as issuing licenses and collect- 
ing taxes would be located in all 
communities. 

The program was designed for 
a population ~f 3,800,000 by 1965. 
That would be an increase of 200,- 
000, but all could be accommodat- 
ed. The City, surrounded by Lake 
Michigan and independent sub- 
ubs, can’t spread out—but it can 
fill in. Approximately 21 percent 
of its land is vacant. 

The Commission recently pro- 
duced a huge detailed map as a 
“base for orderly growth and re- 
development.” It was entitled 
Chicago’s “Preliminary Compre- 
hensive City Plan”—“preliminary” 
because some details are subject 
to change in the light of contin- 
uing studies.

The American Society of Plan- 
ning Officials reports most big

There has been a steady migra- 
tion from American cities to the 
suburbs since the automobile came 
into general use. Millions of these 
hinterlanders work or trade in the 
cities, but they don’t contribute 
any tax money to the cities’ sup- 
port. 

The Chicago plan was not 
pointed directly at that problem, 
but it may have some effect. One 
of its aims is to provide new or 
better living space by thinning out 
heavily occupied sections and 
building up sparsely settled or va- 
cant sections. Expressways, sav- 
ing travel time between the cen- 
tral business district and outlying 
residential communities, may 
speed such decentralization within 
the city itself. 

Speaking of suburbanites, a Chi- 
cago plan executive theorizes:

However, no charges have 
been preferred, and I have advised 
Col. Durant and his wife that they 
should not attempt to anticipate 
what action may be taken in the 
future.

‘Hesse Wine Loot 
Poses Issue of 
Responsibility

NEW YORK, June 12—(NANA) 
The GI “Liberation” of 1,600 casks 
of rare wine at Kronberg Castle 
in Germany is quite as serious, 
international lawyers say, as the 
looting of the Hesse jeweis buried 
next to the wine in the sub-cellar 
of the Castle. Condemning the 
laxity of Army. regulations on 
what the Articles of War call “The 
misappropriation or application to 
one’s own use of private proper- 
ty” in enemy countries during 
wartime, lawyers questioned Wea- 
nesday felt that the theft of the 
|Hesse wine warranted just as 
much punishment as the jewel 
theft, if only because both were 
committed after military activities 
had ceaseds 

So far as is known, no action 
has been taken against the finders 
of the less carefully concealed 
“spirits” of ancient vintage and, 
according to reports, a consider- 
able number of GIs celebrated. 

According to Dr. Emilio Von 
Hofmannsthal, New York consul- 
tant on foreign law and author of 
the recent publication, “Interna- 
tional Protection. of Axis Victims 
and Revindication of Their Prop- 
erty rights,” the confiscation of 
the 1,600 casks of wine may be 
considered as an official appropri- 
ation by the United States Army 
and not private actior by troops. 
That is, if Army prosecutors can 
show that the property was in the 
official custody of the United 
States Army, this would establish 
the theft of the jewels—and the 
wine—as a crime against the Unit- 
ed States Government rather than 
against the former German 
ov/ners. ° 

By all rights of international 
law, Dr. Von Hofmannsthal point- 
ed out, private property owners in 
Germany can present io the Allied 
Governments indemnity claims for 
stolen goods. If the property con- 
fiscated is not classified as repara- 
tions, those individuals must be 
compensated by the United States 
Government for what the Army 
has taken over. Where the claims 
are for looted property, this might 
mean the loss of millions of dol- 
lars for the American Government 
in return for worthless marks.

Von Hofmannsthal said, “as long 
as ‘liberated’ property, including 
everything from cars to keep- 
sakes, doesn’t amount to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, it seems 
to be all right with everybody. 

“IT have not heard of a single 
case of looting in this war being 
punished. Yet thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of property has been 
appropriated which was not nec-

MOSCOW, June 15—(UP)—The 
Soviet press Saturday launched 
a slashing attack upon Turkey, 
charging the Turks with persecu- 
tion and wholesale suppression of 
Kurdish Nationalists and stating 
that there was “reason to believe” 
that Turkey and Iran have signed 
@ secret agreement to suppress 
Kurdish Nationalist movements. 

The attack on Turkey was pub- 
lished by the newspaper, Trud, 
organ of the Soviet Trade Union 
movement, and was timed to coin- 
cide with the opening of the Big 
Four Foreign Ministers’ Confer- 
ence in Paris. 

It broke a short armistice in 
Soviet press attacks against Tur- 
key and marked the first time 
that Russia had raised the Kurd- 
ish issue with Turkey. The Soviet 
press for many months has period- 
ically attacked Turkey for its 
treatment of the Armenian minor- 
ity in Northeast Turkey and de 
mands have been voiced for the

Bishop O'Hara to Bucharest 


Rarely has any religious leader of 
whatever faith come to Georgia and so 
quickly won a place in the esteem of his 
fellow citizens as has Bishop Gerald P. 
O'Hara, of the Catholic Diocese of Savan- 
nah-Atlanta. 

He gave much attention to civic af- 
fairs. He made of his diocese one of the 
most active and effective in the whole 
South, and he made friends. With a lively 
appreciation of public relations, he invited 
the then Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux 
Klan, Hiram Evans, to the dedication of 
the Co-Cathedral of Christ the King be- 
cause, of a truth, it stood on the ground 
of the KKK headquarters of the “Roaring 
Twenties” and because the rectory of the 
cathedral formerly was Klan headquar- 
ters. And, to the credit of Hiram Evans,

The duties of a Nuncio are to foster 
good relations between the Holy See and 
the country to which he is sent. It is, 
in effect, an appointment as ambassador. 

It means, too, that the Vatican is se- 
lecting one of its most able men to send 
into one of the strongest spheres of influ- 
ence of the Soviet Government. Romania, 
long one of the most corruptly governed 
countries in the world, is still in a cha- 
otic condition. While the people are pre- 
dominantly Catholic, there are many other 
faiths, notably Greek and Russian Ortho- 
dox and a lively group of Baptists who 
were, during the occupation years, per- 
secuted. 

Georgia will take pride in Bishop 
O’Hara’s pending advancement, but will, 
nevertheless, greatly regret his going. 

We hope the Bishop may return to 
Georgia before iormally beginning his 
new work so that some suitable ceremony 
of appreciation may mark his departure.

‘Lil’ Arthur’ 
Was Strictly No Good 


When I saw where “Lil’ Arthur,” Jack John- 
son, had died in a Raleigh hospital, crushed in- 
. . ternally in an automobile acident, I recalled 
two things— 


How sorry I felt, as a grade school youngster, for Jim Jeffries 
on July 4, 1910, when Johnson beat him... 


And, years later, talking with Jess Willard, the big, slow giant 
from Kansas who won from. Johnson in a fixed fight at Havana, 
Cuba, in 1915—a “fix” the Kansan didn’t know about until long 
after Dempsey had battered him into a bleeding hulk. 


“You never got much out of it did you, Jess?” I asked. 


“My God, Mr. McGill,” he said, “the things they could do to a 
man... one day I hope I can say...” 


The fight racket has never been too sanitary. No DDT has ever 
been invented to clean up all the vermin in it. But it reached a 
low with Jack Johnson and, years later, with Primo Carnera. Al- 
though, at that, I never really thought the amiable ‘“Eye-talian” 
called most aptly by Bil McGeehan “The Tall Tower of Gorgon- 
Zola,” knew anything about the “fixes” that provided the rungs in 
the ladder he climbed to the title. He always thought well of him- 
self, did Primo Carnera. 


I guess that “Lil’ Arthur” was probably the best boxer since 
Gentleman Jim Corbett. No one will ever know, but he probably 
was an even better boxer than Eugene Tunney, who was awfully 
good at the “manly art of modified murder,” a fact his detractors 
never let get around any too well. Johnson was a fighting machine, 
a great one. But he was a fourth-rate human being. 


Cruel In his last years he went around saying he could have 

beat Joe Louis in a round, that Louis was a built-up 
product. He was cruel and false in his estimates of all others. 
He was never modest and he was always a low-down, lying, un- 
trustworthy person. Members of his own race hated to see him 
come around and were embarrassed by him. 


I talked with him once a long time ago. He was ready to blame 
everyone but himself. He was a whining braggart. He had left 
not a sign of self-respect or honor or integrity and he knew all 
that better than anyone else. That is why he was what he was. 


He couldn't take prosperity. He had diamonds set in his teeth. 
He had to have the loudest automobile and the most vulgar dis- 
play. He had to get mixed up in the vice rackets and the under- 
world—all this after he won the title. No one forced him in that 
direction. He took it. 


Even after that he suffered from a persecution complex. The 
government had been unkind to him, the boxing people had be- 
trayed him, his friends had let him down ...and soon. The truth 
was, he had no friends. And he deserved none. 


All the boxers of his time thought that Sam Langford, “The 
Boston Tarbaby,” was a better boxer and a better fighter. They 
knew he was a better man. “Lil’ Arthur” would never fight him. 
They met only once. “Lil’ Arthur” was sounding off in a saloon. 
Sam Langford came in and met him, eye to eye. It was Johnson 
who closed up and walked out of the saloon. Langford’s career 
was tragic, always just short of a real chance. 

But, men who saw Johnson at his best, say he was the best 
defensive fighter they ever saw. He could catch punches in his 
big paws and toss them aside, calling out derisively, ‘Jes’ like 
a bunch of grapes.” 

When he met Jim Jeffries in Reno, Nev., in a fight promoted 
by the gambler, Tex Rickard, he was at his best. Jeffries had been 
out of the ring for six years and had been in retirement on his 
California farm. It wasn’t much of a fight. It wasn’t particularly 
brutal. It was all Johnson. He jabbed Jeffries into a bloody, 
exhausted, helpless, middle-aged man. 

Out of that fight came a phrase which has become a part of the 
national vocabulary. 

Jack Johnson’s mother. “Tiny” Johnson, listened ‘to the fight 
returns on a New York stage where a telegraph ticker brought 
the news. When Johnson had won, she clapped her hands and 
remarked: “He said he’d bring home the bacon and the honey boy 
has gone and done it.” 

There were statesmen and kings in 1910, but “bring home the 
bacon” has outlasted anything they said or wrote. Thirty-six years 
later it still is going strong. 

After that fight a great movement began to outlaw prize fights. 
It was joined by one against the movies—sponsored by the Chris- 
tian Endeavor Societies. They proposed putting a ban on all 
“spooning” scenes in movies and to bar all films which depicted 
kissing on the part of any “except relatives and married persons.” 

This was 1910—July. ’

Russian Vs. American Brass 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


When you see a picture of a Russian General these days he is 
usually decked out in a fancy uniform with medals hung all over 
his upper front. By comparison, the American brass hats, in their 
workaday clothes and with no more than a few rows of narrow 
ribbons over one pocket to advertise their prowess, look pretty 
commonplace. In fact, if you didn’t look closely you might mis- 
take them for ordinary Gls. 

Gorgeous apparel is not all that a grateful government has 
given to the Russian “brass.” Every Russian general officer down 
through the wartime division commanders—and the usual Rus- 
sian division was smaller than ours—has been assured of retire- 
ment on full pay at his highest rank. In addition, according to 
information which is unofficial but believed to be reliable, each 
of these Russian officers has been awarded the lifetime use of a 
house and sixty acres of land and a chance to borrow a sub- 
stantial sum—said to be up to the equivalent of $30,000—for three 
years without interest. 


be *’ These are some of the signs of the importance 

Command which the Soviet Government attaches to the men 
who command the Red Army. The word “command” is used 
advisedly. The command runs up to Generalissimo Stalin, who 
usually sports a uniform and a choice medal or two. Communist 
political agents are attached to the staffs of the Russian occupa- 
tion generals. Our occupation generals also have their political 
advisers, although, under our system, these represent the State 
Department. 

But the earlier Communist practice of interlarding the Red 
Army with political agents at all levels from the company up 
seems to have been abandoned. So have the old efforts to preserve 
“equality” between officers and enlisted men. Experience in the 
Finnish war demonstrated -hat the genuftne military had to have 
the power*to command. And the Russians apparently found that 
to exercise command successfully the Red Army officers needed 
not only freedom from political agents but the status and privi- 
leges traditionally associated with an officer corps. 

As a result, the Red Army has become less and less .“demo- 
cratic” in the sense that this word is often used by American 
critics of military discipline as of the dividing line between enlisted 
men and officers. The gaudy uniforms, the emoluments and the 
privileges which are being showered on Russian officers may be 
intended to preserve and enhance the Red Army’s prestige in the 
eyes of the Russian people as well as in the eyes of Russia’s neigh- 
bors, They may be intended. to appease a powerful group of men. 
But the effect is to give the Russian officer corps, perhaps especially 
the officers of higher rank. prestige and privileges which the 
American “brass” and “braid’’ have never enjoyed in time of peace. 


: . > While the Russian Communists have 
Opposite Directions been sharpening the _ distinction  be- 
tween enlisted men and officers and elevating the “brass” to a new 
and higher status in the nation, their fellow travelers in this coun. 
try have been demanding “more democracy” in our Army. Of 
course, the demand for “‘more democracy” in our military forces 
does not come from those quarters alone. There have been and are 
now abuses of authority and privilege by many American officers. 
The sharp division between enlisted men and officers—especially 
the social distinction—is offensive to genuine democratic concepts 
and probably is unnecessary for purposes of military discipline in 
a nation with as high an average of education as this country has. 
It should be possible to eliminate the division or to bridge it with 
out depriving officers of the authority and privileges which should 
go with their responsibilities, at various levels. After all, non- 
commissioned officers always must txercise authority. 

The Russians tried “democratizing” their forces and decided 
that it didn’t work. Now, while*we are moving in one direction, 
they are moving in the other—too far, from our viewpoints. The 
end product, in their case, might be a military caste which would out- 
Prussian the Prussians. The end product, in ours, if the extremists 
had their way, might be a military organization too poorly organized 


and disciplined, and too poorly led to fight.

And it means 
that the whole national leadership, Democratic as well as Repub- 
lican, has failed disastrously to convey to the people the gravity 
and significance to this country of the international situation. 


Butler, who is one of the least appetizing Republicans in the 
Senate, voted against the UNRRA, the Bretton Woods Agreement, 
and almost every other constructive step towards a solution of the 
world’s problems. But the major issue between him and Griswold 
was his vote against the British loan. From the first, the House 
of Representatives, all members of which have to go before the 
people this Fall, has been tess friendly to the loan than the Senate. 
There is no use blinking the fact that the Nebraska voting, which 
evinced real grass-roots opposition to the loan, will send a good 
many trembling Congressmen into the ranks of the opposition, 
The leaders were pretty confident before. They are pretty ner- 
vous now. 

That is the most immediate effect of the Nebraska primary. 
It is less shattering and unexpected, however, than the repercus- 
sions from the primary in the camp of Harold Stassen. What makes 
the Nebraska outcome bad for Stassen is not that Griswold was 
beaten, but that he was beaten so badly, and that the voters 
simultaneously rejected decisively the viewpoint for which Stas- 


sen stands. 

. . Stassen always considered the Ne 
Stassen s First Error braska fight an even bet When he 
entered the fight to support Griswold he argued that he personally 
would gain even if Griswold were defeated, but made a good show- 
ing. There were, of course, other factors in the fight besides the 
British loan issue. As Governor, Griswold had just vetoed an old 
age pension bill, which annoyed the oldsters. He had little organi- 
zation, while Butler was supported by all the Republican regulars 
and had the strongest kind of organization on his age. Butler made 
a strong campaign, while Griswold did not. Stassen went in too 
late. All these factors were weighed by Stassen himself, and it 
was in despite of them thai he concluded he had a sure bet. In 
counting on Griswoid making a good showing, he made a serious 
error of political judgment—his first important error on record—as 
he and his henchmen freely admit 

The experience probably has saved him from another venture 
which might well have turned out even worse—intervention in the 
Wisconsin primary between Judge Joseph McCarthy and Sen, 
Robert M. LaFollette. It has also taught Stassen and his organiza- 
tion thaf they must redouble their efforts in "Minnesota. A resound. 
ing victory for Gov. Edward Thye over Sen. Henrik Shipstead is 
needed in Minnesota to cancel out the adverse effects of the 
Nebraska primary. Stassen and his. men are not discouraged. 


Those who take the view that 
Nebraska and the Worl the United States is part of the 


rest ot the world have every reason to be exceedingly discouraged, 
however. An effort already is in progress to bring the Republican 
Party back to its pre-war .solationism. The formation of the aston- 
ishing LaFollette-Robert A. Taft axis, revealed when LaFollette 
led the Progressives back into the Republican fold, is enough evt- 
dence of that. It is a conscious effort, and in the person of Taft 
it is directed by one of the ablest men in the party. It has been 
materially aided by the Nebraska outcome. And if it is successful 
it will create a situation in 1948 comparable to what we should 
have seen in 1940, 1f Taft had tien been nominated on a straight 
isolationist platform, 

That vill affect not Republicans or Democrats only, but the 
whole nation. Sen, Butler may believe that the rest of the world 
does not matter, although in his position he has seen ten times 
enough evidence to the contrary to convince any normally intel- 
ligent man. The Nebraska voters may believe the same thing. But 
in their case it is because a failure of leadership has resulted in 
the evidence not being brought to their attention, In fact, a sharp 
lesson has been taught by the Nebraska primary, to President 
Truman and Secretary of State Byrnes as well as to Harold Stas- 
sen and Sen, Arthur Vandenburg. The informed men of both parties 
have got to buckle down to the job of convincing the country that 
the world situation is gravely ominous and that the whole national 
future will depend on wise policies. If the country.cannot be con- 
vineed of that, the future does not bear thinking about.

Age When Life Begins 


= Confuses Walter Pitkin @ e 


THE BEST YEARS. By Walter Pitkin. Current Books. 194 pp. $2. 
Walter Pitkin used to say that “Life Begins at Forty.” He now 
seems to think that life begins at fifty. Give him a few more years 
and he will pity all youths under one hundred. 


Unfortunately for the author, he 
Was once so indiscreet as to write 
the unvarnished truth about the 
passing of years. In one of his 
earliest and best books, “A Short 
Introduction to Human Stupidity,” 
Pitkin admitted that after 40 the 
glands begin to wither, the nails 
become brittle, the skin is little 
more than leather and the facul- 
ties start to fail. He should have 
added that authors of that age and 
over are given to writing books 
like “Life Begins at Forty” and 
“The Best Years.” 


Naturally all of us like to feel 
that after a_ life-time spent in 
struggling with a tough, greedy 
world we can spend a mellow aft-

In both biographies it is evi- 

dent that Schachner believes the 

duel could have been avoided had 
the two brilliant gamecocks used 
their reason. He is mildly in- 
censed with Hamilton in his ear- 
lier “Aaron Burr.” But he nobly 
seconds the waning Federalist in 
his “Alexander Hamilton” with- 
out in any way denying that Ham- 
ilton was injudicious in his sland- 
ers of Burr and inept in his cor- 
respondence with his adversary.. 

Finally he believes Burr’s bullet 

“transfigured” Hamilton, making 

him immortal. 

One of our most objective his- 
torians has come to believe that 
Hamilton was as important to 
American history and the formu- 
lation of the American concept of 
government as—let us say— 
Thomas Jefferson. 

Depending solely on original 
source material (often, for in- 
stance, correcting censored print- 
ed versions of Hamilton’s frank 
and sometimes bawdy letters) 
Schachner explodes dozens of 
myths about Hamilton. He effec- 
tively spikes the nonsense craftily 
spread by the Hamilton family 
that Hamilton was legitimate in 
birth. As for Hamilton’s marriage 
to Betsy Schuyler, Schachner is 
not for one moment unaware of 
the convenience of such a mating, 
bringing as it did the wealth and

MIRROR MAN 


(A 60-Second Close-Up) 


PRECISION. When a big corpora- 
tion, university observatory or ama- 
teur astronomer wants a spectrograph 
prism or telescope mirror ground to 
accuracies up to 1/700,000th of an 
inch, the man they're likely to call on 
is John Mellish. 

From the disarray of his jumbled, 
obscure garage workshop on a South- 
ern California highway have come 
some of the finest examples of the 
mirror-maker’s art. 

_ Working almost entirely by hand 
and without assistance, spry 60-year- 
old Mellish during the war “mass- 
produced”’ spectrographic equipment 
— an average of 30 sets annually — 
for laboratories of vital industries. 
The mirrors and prisms were used for 
analysis of materials by spectrum 
lines, which slashed from weeks to 
minutes previous wearisome methods. 

On rush jobs, he has remained on 
his feet 36 hours consecutively, grind- 
ing to the exact curvature. “At such 
times, the work becomes so exciting, 
I forget to sleep or eat,”’ he says. 
COMET FINDER. An amazingly 
fine 16-inch telescope mirror made for 
his rancher neighbor, Clarence Friend, 
in the citrus town of Escondido, has 


enabled Friend to discover four com- 


ets in the last seven years. No mean 
astronomer himself, Mellish had 
found frve comets with his own mir- 
rors by the time he was 30. 
Twenty-two years ago, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan used a Mellish mir- 
ror for one of the early studies of the 
structure of the atom. His biggest 
project, a 30-inch telescope mirror, 
was for the University of Illinois. 


A onetime Wisconsin farmer, Mel- 
lish entered his unique profession 43 
years ago, when a $5 mail-order 
telescope didn’t satisfy him. Master- 
ing geometry and trigonometry to 
plot oftentimes complex curves, he 
has made more than 1,000 mirrors to 
date. Despite many opportunities, he 
has refused to expand his business. 

“It takes too long to train people 
for this kind of work,” he says. ““And 
besides, I enjoy doing the jobs from 
start to finish.” — HAROLD KEEN

HE Chamber of Commerce in Elkhart, 
Indiana, doesn’t have to blow its own 
horn. Elkhart’s horns are blown by at least 
1,500,000 people in all parts of the country 
and are heard daily by practically the entire 
population of the United States. They have 
created. more good-neighbor policy among 
nations and bad neighbors among tenants 
than any other product in the arsenal of 
American industry. If you’ve ever been near 
an open window with favorable breezes and 
a saxophone student within two blocks- 
Elkhart, Indiana, has entered your life. 
In the past two decades this thriving little 
city of 35,000 souls has produced over 400,000

trumpets and 350,000 clarinets, just to take 
a sample sounding. A pin point on the map, 
Elkhart produces 70 per cent of the nation’s 
band instruments. Eight thousand of her 
townspeople derive their daily bread from 
the 16 music factories and allied industries 
located there. For its gize, Elkhart is the loud- 
est potential squawk and squeal in America. 


Arsenal of Music 


It’s. high time the nation awoke to what's 
going on in the little Hoosier town on the 
banks of the St. Joe River. For while the 
world watches Detroit strain to put a car in 
every garage, Elkhart slyly works behind a 
publicity blackout to put a saxophone in the 
mouth of every American. From the misty 
seclusion of her river-valley home, she has 
already succeeded in arming over 500,000 of 
our fellow countrymen with saxophones. 
That’s enough saxophone players to populate 
a city the size of Cincinnati —- or by all play- 


ing at the same time, to depopulate within 
24 hours a city the size of New York. 

By a strange coincidence, Elkhart also hap- 
pens to be the country’s No. 1 producer of 
Alka-Seltzer, thus uniting in one small com- 
munity both the cause and cure for great 
national headaches. 

This year the industry brazenly plans to 
swamp the land with 10,000 more saxophones 
and.a great many more clarinets and trum- 
pets, with a sprinkling of Fliigelhorns and 
glockenspiels. With musicians already out- 
numbering doctors in the United States and 
the annual consumption of phonograph rec- 
ords hitting the 300,000,000 mark, it seemed 
to be a matter of national interest to hop a 
train for Elkhart and find out why a quartet 
of the country’s largest band-instrument 
makers —- Buescher, Conn, Martin, and Sel- 
mer — all had decided to plant their bassoons 
in the cornfields of Indiana. 

A couple of hours on the spot is convincing

evidence that here is no ordinary, workaday 
city. The mayor, who plays piano with one 
hand, couldn’t be interviewed on my first 
evening there. He was out on official business 
for the Society for the Preservation and En- 
couragement of Barbershop Quartet Singing 
in America. A phone call to Tom Keene, 
editor of the local paper, proved equally un- 
productive. Keene had just announced the 
formation of a willow-whistle contest on the 
first page of the “Elkhart Truth.”’ 

“You will probably find Mr. Keene down 
on the river plucking willows for whistles,” 
I was told. 


Music In the Air 


Oursive, the night was filled with music. 
A cornet salesman whizzing by in an automo- 
bile honked pedestrians out of the way with 
a Rube Goldberg-type bugle. A mouthpiece 
curved up to the driver's lips near the steeririg 
wheel. In a vain effort to stop him, a traffic 
cop blew an angry whistle reminiscent of the 
piccolo trills in Sousa’s. “Stars and Stripes 
Forever.” 

Main Street was the scene of a three-way 


collision between floating harmonies loosed - 


‘by the community chorus in one building, the 
booming 50-piece Municipal Band, and stu- 
dents practicing tubas at the Elkhart High 
School, where 1,200 out of 1,350 youngsters 
play musical instruments. 

Standing on the steps of the high school, 
his handsome face bathed in the swoonlight 


of several coomg bobby-soxers who surround- 
ed him, was a broad-shouldered youth, obvi- 
ously a basketball star. 

“What position does he play?” I asked. 

‘First bassoon,”’ came the answer. 

Next day my inquest on the band-instru- 
ment business began in earnest at the sprawl- 
ing, brawling, modernistic plant of C. G. 
Conn, Ltd., largest in the field. My first in- 
formant was a personable young man named 
Don Thorpe, researcher for the company. 
Conn’s Thorpe differed from most researchers 
in that he once won state-wide sliphorm con- 
tests, now wears a trombone pin as a tie clasp. 

‘““We are toying with the idea of tuning our 
factory whistles so that they blow the notes 
C.G.C. — the initials of our company,”’ said 
Mr. Thorpe. 

Certain parts of the brass-band foundry 
sound like a huge orchestra in continuous pro- 
cess of tuning up and running arpeggios. 
Brass pounders lend a certain boiler- 
factory overtone, but in addition, the 
plant abounds in fine musicians who as- 
semble and test the instruments. Bands 
are whipped together at the slightest provo- 
cation. 

To ballyhoo Red Cross drives or Christmas 
parties, for example, a receptionist chirps a 
call for musicians over the public-address sys- 
tem. In a couple of minutes a 45-piece band 

and a good one — is assembled. 

Once a newcomer to the factory fraternity, 
a crackerjack but cocky trumpeter, sat in 


with the Conr house band for the first time. 
Disapproving heartily of a tooter in back of 
him, he turned around and glared. 

“Who ever told you you could play the 
trumpet, bub?”’ he queried. “Bub’’ turned 
out to be the president of the company and 
one of the most influential men in the in- 
dustry. 


He Tries Them Out 


‘Typicar cog in the Elkhart machine and a 
contributor of much noise is graying Irv 
Leatherman. As chief woodwind tester for 
the past 43 years he sometimes blows as many 
as 150 new saxophones a day. No saxophone 
passes muster unless it responds like a charm 
to Leatherman’s lightning fingering of the 
allegro movement from the “‘Barber of Se- 
ville,”” evidently the acid test for the instru- 
ment. Although he officiated at the birth of 
almost 100,000 saxophones, the veteran 
blower has never owned one. Asked why, he 
replies, “I’m married.”’ 

A little further along the assembly line we 
heard the rumblings of another picturesque 
Elkhart job: tuba-testing. The tuba tester 
lives in a soundproof world all his own, 
glassed off with his lonely larumphings from 
the society of other men. Wrapped in the in- 
strument’s tentacles he puts sousaphone after 
sousaphone through the cavernous paces of 
‘Asleep in the Deep.”’

There is a place for them, says this 
English star and producer. Here he 


tells why — A **Forecast for America” 


OR a long time you have been hearing about movies as 
F an American product. For a long time you have heard 
Hollywood called the film capital of the world. 

But you are also beginning to hear talk about non-Holly- 
wood movies — pictures like Italy’s “Open City,’’ Switzer- 
land’s “‘Last Chance,”’ France’s “It Happened at the Inn,” 
Britain’s ‘“‘Henry V.”’ I think now ts a good time to consider 
foreign films —- and their part in this One World we have all 
been talking about. 

When we say One World we don't mean a uniform, stand- 
ardized world. We mean a world in which every nation is free 
to express itself best without infringing on the common inter- 
est. It is not for me to discuss this in terms of world politics. 
But it seems to me that exactly the same principle applies 
to movies throughout the world. 

It would be a great pity, I feel, if movie theaters around 
the globe were to be dominated only by Hollywood. Or if 
movies produced abroad were simply echoes or carbon copies 
of Hollywood films. On the contrary, if movies are to play 


their real role as a force in art and a force for world peace, 
each of the major nations must have a film industry of its 
own, able to reflect the culture and heritage of its own people. 
The films must be made so well that other countries’ audi- 
ences will welcome them. 

Obviously, all films will not please all people. There is no 
reason why they should. But this very diversity of subjects 
and appeals will bring into the motion-picture theater a 
brand-new audience that seldom ventures into these palaces 
of the cinema. And if it proves the point that the screen can 
do its part in offering finer pictures to a large and discriminat- 
ing audience, then the work of these foreign companies will 
have been worthwhile. 

For example, the reception of ‘Henry V"’ here has inspired 
me to want to produce many others of the great classics which 
the public has a right to expect from the films. We hope that 
moviegoers will demand these pictures and that it will inspire 
others — all over the world —-to surmount that stupid, 
thoughtless and stultifying phrase, “box-office poison.” 

Out of such healthy competition will come a steady raising 
of film standards. And a closer understanding of one another.

snag in the tuba department. Its 
chief oompah expert, inclined to 
be somewhat stoutish, worked in 
a brewery on the side. Little by 
little he grew so fat that one day 
— too late —he found that his 
waistline exactly equalled the 
diameter of a sousaphone. The 
boa-constrictor part of the horn 
had to be torn off at a huspital, but 
it was later rebuilt and sold. 

Over in the percussion section 
sat taut-nerved Cliff Barker, crack 
marimba, xylophone, drum and 
cymbal salesman.

Search For a Steer 


At PRESENT Cliff has scouts in 
both the Chicago and Kansas City 
stockyards with eyes peeled for a 
steer that has skin three sixteenths 
of an inch thick.. That animal is 
earmarked to fill an order just 
received from Purdue University 
for a replacement on its seven- 
foot bass drum, largest in the 
world. Cliff said the University of 
Chicago once ordered one with a 
skin-spread of over eight feet. 
But the drum languished and died 
from lack of exercise under Robert 
M. Hutchins’ scholastic regime. 

There’s one man in this cauldron 
of din who hates music. At least, 
he blows up every time a tester 
unlimbers a new horn near his 
perch. One of the industry’s most 
lovable figures, Old Doc Stenberg 
has been on unfriendly terms with 
music for 81 long years. He has 
spent 65 of them in faithful service 
at a C. G. Conn workbench en- 
graving artistic designs, mostly 
scantily-clad maidens, on thou- 
sands of instrument bells. 

Doc, who looks and talks like 
Lionel Barrymore, has to be 
approached cautiously. He was 
in a particularly lionish mood at 
the moment. The public-address 
system, in a noble effort to please 
everybody’s taste, had just given 
out with ““Hubba, Hubba, Hubba,”’ 
and followed it with “Holy, Holy, 
Holy.”” To make the situation 
worse, Ab Kollat, testing virtuoso, 
had just blown a lick from “‘Honey- 
suckle Rose’’ not 20 feet from 
Doc’s tender ears. 


“Hit the fellow with a brick,”’ 
Stenberg was mumbling as I 
approached. ““Take that blasted 
jazz squawker out o’ here.”’ 

Old Doc and his younger, 78- 
year-old brother, Julius, who has 
been engraving Elkhart horns for 
only 58 years, once squared ac- 
counts with a jazz-playing tester 
by filling the pistons of a new trum- 
pet with ink which squirted in the 
face of the hot musician. 


Pounded on Split Lip 


AN ENCYCLOPEDIA on the lore of 
his craft, Stenberg told us why 
Elkhart had become the world’s 
leading emporium of brass and 
wood-wind instruments. His tale 
was verified by every authority 
consulted by the writer. 

Economists will look in vain for 
highfalutin explanations, such as 
proximity to coal, steel, markets, 
etc. Actually, it all happened be- 
cause a roustabout ex-Civil War 
captain, C. G. Conn, a member of 
Elkhart’s Silver Cornet Band, got 
his lip split in a scuffle with a 
neighborhood bully, who galloped 
his horse straight through a group 
of musicians assembled for a street 
concert. 

Unable to play the cornet with 
his injured lip, Conn, then a gro- 
cery clerk, devised a rubber mouth- 
piece. It worked. But stranger 
still, the whole country seemed 
to teem with cornetists recov- 
ering from socks on the chin. 
Orders from split-lipped musicians 
poured in and Conn began manu- 
facturing rubber mouthpieces on a 
large scale. It was only a short step 
to making the whole cornet. And 
that’s the genesis of Indiana’s 
$10,000,000 musical industry. 


Riches to Rags 


ENtTerpRISING “C.G.”’ went on to 
become a fabulous character. He 
made a fortune, founded the “‘“Elk- 
hart Truth,’’ got himself elected to 
Congress, edited a Washington 
paper that muckraked its way to 
ruin. He sailed a $75,000 yacht 
called Speedy IJ home from Eng- 
land, claimed to be the first person 
to tour from the Hoosier State to 
California in a horseless carriage 
— and died too poor to pay for a 
tombstone. 

Nearly all the other band plants 
now centeréd in Elkhart are off- 
shoots of the split-lipped pioneer. 
F. A. Buescher, whose arrival from 
France coincided with the first 
saxophone from abroad in 1888, 
apprenticed for a while with Conn 
and then branched out success- 
fully for himself. The Martin 
Band Instrument Company, whose

One of the Broeg 
clients is a California frozen-food 
firm — a natural for Bill. He puts 
their fruits into pies, he stuffs it 
into turnovers, but a new kind of 
turnover, leak-proof, turned in a 
sauce dish. 

You know what happens in 
making the turnover. You roll out 
a nice little dough circle, spoon on 
cherries or berries and before you 
can plop one side over the other 
and press edges together, a part of 
the juice has skedaddled. And a 
juiceless turnover is dry ae-eodfish. 

Bill has a new system. He fash- 
ions a turnover in a sauce dish and 
the juice can’t get away. 


Sauce-Dish Turnover 


2 cups all-purpose flour, sifted 

6 teaspoon salt 

24 cup shortening 

le cup iced, or cold water 

2 tablespoons evaporated milk 
or top milk 

2 tablespoons granulated sugar 


Gently fluff together salt with 
flour, add shortening and cut with 
pastry blender, or two knives, 
drawing blades together towards 
each other, crosswise, until short- 
ening is well mixed into flour to 
the size of small peas. Add iced, 
or cold water, and mix to form 
dough. 

Shape dough into a roll eight 
inches long. Slice off eight evenly- 
sized pieces, press cut side down 
onto flour-dusted board, then turn 
over and set aside. 

Roll each piece into a circle to 
double size. Turn once again onto 


lightly floured board. Let rest for 
10 to 15 minutes or longer (in 
refrigerator if desired). Now roll 
dough carefully on lightly-floured 
board. By turning the pieces of 
dough around and over frequently 
an even, uniform edge will be 
produced. 

Roll each piece to slightly larger 
than small sauce-dish size. Fit 
dough into eight sauce dishes as if 
making little pies. Be sure the 
dough is large enough to protrude 
just slightly beyond the saucer’s 
edge. 

Fill one side of each dough- 
covered sauce dish with cooked 
apple, apricot, boysenberry, cherry 
or peach filling. Brush edges with 
water or beaten egg. Fold the un- 
filled half of dough over fruit to 
form a half circle and press edges 
of dough to tightly seal. Trim, 
pressing the edge of the over- 
hanging dough against the edge of 
the dish with the hand. 

Brush with evaporated milk or 
top milk and lightly sprinkle with 
granulated sugar. Place turnover 
in pie tins or on baking sheet. With 
sharp knife make a half-inch slit 
in top of each. Place in pre-heated 
oven at 400°F. and bake for 25 
to 30 minutes or until brown. Serve 
warm. Yield: Eight large turnovers. 


Turnover Fruit Filling 
1 one-pound package of any de- 
sired frozen fruit 
1 cup of juice and water 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
3 tablespoons sugar 


Allow fruit to defrost in original 
container. Open and pour contents 
of fruit from container into coarse 
sieve and save juice. Blend to- 
gether cornstarch and granulated 
sugar, then add one-fourth cup of 
drained juice and stir until smooth, 
add remaining juice and stir well. 

Place juice mixture in double 
boiler and cook, stirring occa- 
sionally, until thick and clear. If 
a regulation saucepan is used, stir 
constantly and bring to boiling. 
Remove mixture from heat, add 
the drained fruit carefully and 
place on turnovers.

FEW weeks back, U.S. Commis- 
sioner of Education John. W. 
Studebaker, aided and abetted by 
Tuts WEEK, put himself right on 
the spot with American smal! fry. He 
wrote, and we printed, a revolution- 
ary document called ““No More Sum- 
mer Vacations’’*—in which the Doc- 
tor advocated a year-round school 
plan for cities. Basic idea : One-fourth 
of school kids would be sent to coun- 
try school camps every quarter. 
Aside from everything clec, the 
response has made us feel a great 
deal more hopeful about the 
younger gencration. They write 
much better letters than they did 
when we were back there worrying 
about summer vacations and singing 
something about ““No more lessons, 
no more books, no more teacher's 
dirty looks.”” Dr. Studebaker got 
mixed reviews. For every sobersided 
adult who gave a tentative okay, 
100 irate youngsters told us to keep 
our hands off their vacations. 


She’s Boiling 


Saw 15-year-old Barbara Schwartz: 
“Your article set my blood boiling! 
The three short months that we have 
for vacation fly by even when they 
are spent in a hot city. If parents can 
afford it, they'll send their children 
away. If not, the kids get to know 
their brothers and sisters...

She has a supporter in an indig- 
nant eighth-grader who doled out a 
fast brush-off. Wrote Tommy Flynn, 
“Considering your article, ‘No More 
Summer Vacations,” I have one 
remark: Phooey !"" 

Fear of city-slicker invasion got 
Mable Wallace excited: “Having 
that many children in one spot 
wouldn't be like the country, but in- 
stead a small town. I know, I live 
in the country.” 


Cool Sixth-Grader 


Arter that tall pile of indignity, it 
was nice to get the rather cool, semi- 
approving opinion of Dave Hutchi- 
son: “As a sixth-grader, I think the 
plan needs some revising. There 
should be school camps. ... but 
children should not have to go to 
school during the heat of the sum- 
mer ... all should have a chance 
to go to camps during the summer.” 

But Pat De Paolo has finance on 
his mind, says: ““Most boys and girls 
use their summer vacations as a time 
to get a job and earn a little pin 
money.”

Teacher Collins writes 
that the plan “has been adopted... 
it goes into effect July 1, 1946 and 
owes its conception to Paul J. Mis- 
ner, superimtendent of schools. Ours 
is the first public school in America 
to adopt the 12-month plan.” 

Tuts WEEK congratulates Glencoe, 
Miss Collins and Mr. Misner — and 
we'll try to keep you posted on how 
they make out.
